Following is in part the speech of 
Secretary of War Alger accepting the 
monument for the United States gov­ 
ernment : 
“General Schofield—By command of 
the president, in whose name I appear 
today, I accept for the government of 
tin1 United States this beautiful monu­ 
ment erected to her honored dead.

will stand a lasting monument to those 
men M’ho gave up th d r lives to save 
this nation from destruction when the 
question of its existence

<ivt r to th e arbitrament of arms. 
This 
is the fittest spot in the land for its 
abiding place. 
Here is the soldier 
school of the republic, famed for the 
classic bf auty of its surroundings, and 
sanctified by its association with the 
names of men whose genius and v alor 
in defense of the govern rn* ut Milieu 
• ducat d them to the profession of 
anus and whoso loyalty to the flag 
Mhich here in their early manhood 
they were taught to love, has brought 
imperishable renown to the oounrry of 
their devotion. This, too, is tire fittest 
day of all the year for its unveiling 
aud dedication, for it is the dav sot 
apart by the people and by law for 
popular tribute to those M ho on laud 
and sea wdio offered their lives as a 
M illing sacrifice^ upon the altar of loy­ 
alty and liberty. 
“ In th*1 history of all nations that 
which has made thorn g eat in pros­ 
perity and 
in 
strength 
has 
been 
achieved in war. aud the brightest of 
its pages are illumined by the deeds of 
knightly men iii the field. 
It can 
truthfully he said that greater disaster 
can come to a nation than Muir, for life 
without honor is nor worth the living. 
The spotless integrity of the men M’ho 
have graduated at this great academy 
in their official aud daily lives is a 
guide for you and wherever you may 
be called.” 
After the singing of the Star Span­ 
gled Banner Justice Brewer of the 
United States supreme court responded. 
Justice Brewer said : “ We stand to­ 
day iii the presence of a stately column, 
erected by the soldiers aud officers of 
the regular army of the United States, 
to commemorate the heroism and sacri­ 
fice of those of their number who dur­ 
ing the civil war gave their lives for 
their country and in order that ‘liberty 
and union might remain one aud in­ 
separable now and forever.’ It speaks 
of heroic achievements. 
It is eloquent 
with the suffering and self-denial and 
sacrifice which the great war devel­ 
oped and ennobled. 
But beyond all 
that, it bears two voices, which I fain 
would catch in the words of my talk, 
aud speak to every citizen of the United 
States.”

J vckson, June I.—A remarkable dis* 
revery which will serve toihrow some 
light upon an organized mind of rob­ 
bers which, a few years avo. infested 
the lower part of tins county, has l>een 
made on the farm of Isaac Blake. 
George Newcomb, a farmhand in the 
employ of Mr. Blake, was sinking post­ 
holes preparatory to making a founda­ 
tion for a corncrib, when he found 
that the ground nuder him was loose 
as though it had been undermined. 
Further investigation showed that di­ 
rectly under the place where N ew com b 
had been Working M’as a tunnel, whose 
entrance began at a smit entirely hid­ 
den by a dense growth of underbrush, 
and ran back to a distance of 40 or 60 
feet. The roof of the tunnel wae sup­ 
ported by pillars, after the manner of a 
mine entry, Newcomb secured a lan­ 
tern and, together with Mr. Blake, 
•tarted to explore the cave, and after 
entering some 80 feet they found large 
bundles which were found to contain a 
great amount of clothing and Borne 
silverware.

ing so much noise that tho driver could 
not hear the bell. 
i'ht* (lou ie team cs the tally-ho had 
crossed the track and had the front 
wheels of the < ouch upon the rails W’hen 
the pilot of the engine was seen by the 
driver. 
He gave the horses a cut with 
the whip, hut it was too late and a 
moment later the crash came. The 
heavy engine, driven forward by tile 
momentum, raised the conch and its 
load of passengers from the ground and 
hurled if forward. 
As the engine came 
into sight the women of the party 
ottered screams w hich were ended by 
tho crash and then followed by screams 
of agony. 
When the engine struck the 
coach the occupants were in all posi­ 
tions, as they had started to jum p to 
their feet ujsm realizing their danger, 
Some had gained their feet while others 
had made an effort to reach the side 
steps.

Olio of tho most valuable mid interest­ 
ing pieces of furniture in Philadelphia is 
owned by’ Dr. Roland <4. ( ul t iii and bas 
a place of honor in his office, at 2 2 Fnuth 
Eighteenth 
street. 
It 
is 
Benjamin 
Franklin's desk, the very one Ii*’ used 
for 20 or more years, and at which he 
did most of his w riting, and in which 
he kept most of his papers. 
It is big and broad, w ith a flat top 
and two tiers of ample English oak 
draw ers and two draw ers in the middle. 
There are two fronts, m aking I loth side* 
alike. 
The wood is the finest solid ma­ 
hogany, the 
brasswork is handmade 
and flu’ desk was evidently intended to 
last for generations. 
A great stack of 
letters and old newspaper clippings tell 
the story of iii*- desk. 
A fter the death of D r Franklin it 
came into the possession of the well 
known Philadelphia exchange brokers. 
One letter is very curious. 
It is from 
Rev. Edwin Town, to whose uncle it 
was bequeathed by Mr. Whelen. T hat 
letter is to William Bradford, a member 
of councils in 1857, atter the desk was 
placed in Independence hall and attract­ 
ed great attention. 
In it, after explod­ 
ing the theory that Dr. Franklin aud 
Mr. Whelen had private transactions 
which led to the possession of the desk, 
Mr. Town says: “ I shall continue to be­ 
lieve, as I have for the last 40 years, 
that the desk was absolutely til*1 proper­ 
ty of Dr. Franklin and that Mr. Whelen, 
Sr,, came into possession of it either be­ 
fore the doctor’s death or soon after, 
when a part of his effects were disposed 
of, including

tim e of his death (I TOO), is positive In* 
remembers as occupying a place iii the 
chamber on til** light of the entrance 
hull of the doctor’s mansion, which 
stood at that day on the ground now oc­ 
cupied by Franklin place.” 
Dr. Curtin got the desk from one of 
the present members of the Town fam ­ 
ily. 
It has been estim ated that it may 
be 150 years old.—Philadelphia Times.

Indian* Don’t W an t to F ig h t Soldier*. 
I u t I o n ln>y<*. 
H e le n a, Mont., June I.—Reports of 
the killing of several men by the Chey­ 
enne Indians at Home Deer agency are 
not verified. 
It is not believed that 
auy one was killed except a sheep 
herder nam ed Hoover, whose m urder 
some tim e ago caused the excitement. 
Settlers and cowboys determ ined to 
avenge his death and give the Chey­ 
ennes an object lesson to deter them 
from similar acts in tile future. 
They 
sent all the women and children to 
places of safety, armed themselves and 
cougr gated near the agency and de­ 
manded the surrender of the Indians 
accused of m urdering Hoover. 
The 
Indians armed themselves and made 
the threatening demousrratn pi' against 
the whites, but no battle has been 
fought nor m a'sacres begun so far as is 
known. 
Six 
companies of United 
States troops are at the agency. 
The 
Indians declare that they (lo not w ant 
to fight the soldiers, but are anxious to 
have a Drush with the w hite settlers 
aud cowboys. 
There is a conflict of authority be­ 
tween Indian Agent Captain Stouch 
and the sheriff of Custer county. 
The 
sheriff’s deputies were ordered off the 
reservation by the agents. 
They re­ 
turned to Miles City abd got a w arrant 
for the arrest of the agent for interfer­ 
ing with the officers and started back 
to arrest him. 
Lame Deer is <50 miles 
from a telegraph office and the result of 
their expedition is not known. 
The 
trouble is due to the charge of settlers 
th at the Indians killed their cattle, and 
counter charges of Indians that the set­ 
tlers continually intrude on the reser­ 
vation. 
Governor Smith has wired President 
McKinley protesting agrinst the action 
of Captain Stouch, and asking that he 
be directed not to interfere with civil 
officers. 
Stouch says he eau aud will 
arrest the m u rd e r s as soon as the ex­ 
citem ent dies out.

The Austrian National Hymn. 
The Austrian national anthem is one 
of the most I eautiful of Haydn’s m elo­ 
dies and of national hymns. The words 
of the "Emperor’s H ym n” were written 
by the Jesuit priest L. L. Haschka, and 
were set to music bv Haydn. 
On Jan. 
28, 1797, ( omit von Saurau, governor 
of Vienna, issued a decree that “ Gott 
erhalte Franz den Kaiser” should be 
the Austrian national hymn, and on 
Feb. 12 it was by order sung in all tho 
theaters of Vienna. In England it is fa­ 
m iliar as the hymn tu n e"Austria. ’* It 
is often sung to N ew ton’s lines, “ G lori­ 
ous things of thee are spoken,” and 
sometimes also to Kempthorne’s “ Praise 
the L ord, ye ho wens, adore h im .” 
Haydn’s affection for this beautiful 
melody is w ell known. 
He lifter ward 
employed it for the variations in the 
" Kaiserquui'tett, ” op. 7ti, No. 3, and 
when he was near death and too weak 
to stand h** w as carried across the room 
to the cia vie i* and solem nly played the 


tun** three times, according to H< rr 
Puhi, as his farew ell to art. 
William 
Gardiner, the Leicestershire stocking 
maker and musical amateur, sent Haydn 
six pair* of stocking* woven with t * 
air of "Gott < rhalte** and other melo­ 
dies.— Loudou News.

We must n >ver consent to the proposi­ 
tion, that if the present is the best we 
ever had, that consequently it is the 
best it is possible to attain. 
I freely 
admit that if our schools are perfectly 
satisfactory to all (or almost so) changes 
would not lie wise. 
This information 
eau ouly be attained bv investigation. 
I understand a petition is being circu­ 
lated asking that the previous incum­ 
bent be retained. 
I ask for informa­ 
tion from the petitioners, as they as­ 
sume that this matter should be decided 
on their judgment rather than trust 
their representatives to exercise freedom 
to act OU the knowledge of the true con­ 
ditions that obtain in the premises. 
I 
have proper regard for the petition of a 
free people, based on an intelligent un­ 
derstanding of the matter 
in hand. 
Yet the fact remains, that ever since 
Israel petitioned God’s representative 
for a king history abounds with in­ 
stances where petitioners have made 
mistakes. 
It would have been better 
had they left their cause to be disposed 
of by the judgment of their representa­ 
tives. 
I will 
most gladly welcome 
an interview 
with 
any petitioner 
w'ho is in position to give me light a* to 
what will be best, for our school. 
Let 
reason prevail, but to the party boss or 
ring politician I say hands off. 
I con­ 
fess I cannot, figure out what a man's 
opinion on free trade, free silver, protec­ 
tion or prohibition has to do with the 
selection of a superintendent so long as 
we will not allow party politic* in 
school. The connect ion is so remote as 
to scarcely justify a candidate iii publicly 
defining his position on these questions. 
Now seriously, my fellow citizens, do 
you think it is the best thing to do for 
our common cause to stir up a feeling 
among our people on this question ? That 
a division of opinion exists no one will 
deny, and is there not danger that 
petitions and counter-petitions may re­ 
sult in prejudicing the patrons of our 
schools 
against whoever is chosen? 
Would it not be best for all to allow the 
board full freedom to settle this matter 
as your representatives? I believe they 
are all honest men who will do what 
they believe to be right. Personally, I 
shall welcome your petition, if you think 
that is the right thing to do, but after 
all my vote will be an individual aet for 
which I must render an account to God, 
and conscience must have the right of 
way. But whatever the decision is, if I

The client took the hint aud sent a $100 
note, receiving the lawyer’s opinion by 
the next mail. 
Nolxsly does anything for nothing, 
especially a lawyer. 
Lord Mansfield 
was so sensible of this that on one occa­ 
sion, when he had attended to some legal 
business for himself, he took s<nne guin­ 
eas out of his purse and put them in 
his waistcoat pocket to give him the 
necessary stimulus. 
Sir Anthony Ma­ 
lone, an Irish attorney general, was so 
imprudent us to forget t his fact and was 
grievously punished for it, for he was 
so inattentive to some property of his 
that he lost $15,000 a year by it, and 
in the future he required his clerk to 
make abstract deeds of any property he 
might buy and lay them before him, 
with a fee of 5 guineas, properly indors­ 
ed, which the clerk was to scrupulously 
account for, after which Sir Anthony 
made no more mistakes in regard to his 
own property.—Chicago News.

Haiti In a Haiti*-. 
Engineering reports L. Errera as de­ 
scribing in Terre et Cit I a very simple 
method of producing rain, not of water, 
but of alcohol, and the winds which ac­ 
company ifm formation. A glass cylinder 
about H inches high and 4 inches in 
diameter is half filled with alcohol of 
92 percent, the cylinder being covered 
with an ordinary china saucer and slow­ 
ly heated in a water bath, so that the 
whole becomes warm without beginning 
to boil. The vessel is then taken out of 
the bath and placed on a table, when 
vapors soou begin to condense on the 
saucer, clouds form aud tiny regular 
drops fall down iii vertical lines into 
tin* alcohol. The drops have an average 
diameter of foriy or fifty millionths of 
a millimeter, but vary in size, the rain 
continuing fur half an hour. The upper 
part soon clears, aud the condensation 
takes place some distance below the 
saucer As one side of the cylinder will 
uot rarely be a lilt lo colder than the 
other, ascending currents can often bo 
uotiei'd on the one side, descending on 
the other, 
lf the warm part is cooled, 
the currents change direction.
